He seemed in 
normal physical shape, but he 
was quite subdued, as he read 
his statement to reporters. 


The President will enter the 


hospital late Thursday a n d 
undergo surgery F r i d a y 
morning. 


Johnson, who was 57 years 


old last Aug. 27, suffered a 
heart attack in 1955. 


His chief heart specialist, 


Dr. J. Willis Hurst of the Em- 
ory University School of Med- 
icine in Atlanta, said Johnson 
had no cardiac difficulty since 
1955; thus it was his opinion 
the forthcoming surgery posed 
no more threat than it would 
to a patient who had never 
suffered a heart attack. 
- Johnson made his dramatic 
announcement shortly after he 
had informed Humphrey and 
the Cabinet of his condition. 


Humphrey told reporters: 


- "The President has fully 
discussed the situation w i t h 
me and the Cabinet and we 
are clear as to the procedures 
to be followed during his short 
absence if t h e necessity 
arises. 


"I shall, of course, be avail- 


able in Washington at all 
times during the President's 
absence from the W h i t e 
House." 


The President also discussed 


his condition with congression- 
al leaders and former Presi- 
dent Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
who during his eight White 
House years suffered three 
major illnesses. Eisenhower 
will be 75 years old Oct. 14. 


3-Point Agreement 


Johnson said his agreement 


with Humphrey covering pres- 
idential inability is identical 
to the procedures adopted by 
Eisenhower and his vice pres- 
ident, Richard Nixon, as well 
as the late President John F. 
Kennedy and Johnson, who 
was vice president. T h i s 
a g r e e m e n t covers three 
points: 


1. In the event of Inability 


the President would — if pps 
sible — so inform the vice 
president, and the vice presi- 
dent would serve as acting 
president, exercising the pow- 
ers and duties of the office 
until the inability has ended. 


2. In the event of an inabil- 


ity which would prevent the 
President from so communi- 
cating with the vice president, 
the vice president, after such 
consultation as seems to him 
appropriate under the circum- 
stances, would decide upon 
the devolution of the powers 
and duties of the office and 
would serve as acting presi- 
dent until the inability had 
ended. 


3. The President, in eitheir 


event, would determine when 
the inability had ended and al 
that time would resume the 
full exercise of the powers and 
duties of the office.

Red's Fire Rolls Yank Over And Over

D Zone, Viet Nani UP^-With 


his chin pressed deep into the 
mud of the jungle floor, Army 
Capt. Walter Daniel watched 
a grotesque performance 20 
feet away as bullets whined 
and danced about him. 


A hidden Viet Cong gunner 


was rolling the body of a dead 
U.S. paratrooper over and 
over across a small clearing 
with bursts of machine gun 
fire. 


The dead man was from the 


company Daniel commands. 


Three others had been killed 


minutes earlier in this clear- 
ing that afternoon by t h i s 
same machine gun, and two 
others like it, hidden in a hill- 
side. 


Grits Teeth 


Their bodies were out there, 


too. Daniel, from Manassas, 
Va., gritted his teeth. He had 
little choice at this point but 
to accept the Viet Cong gun- 
ner's gruesome game. 


His company, Alpha, from 


the 1st Battalion, 173rd A i r - 
b o r n e Brigade, had been 
pinned down for hours by 
withering machine gun f i r e 
from heavily dug Viet Cong 
positions. 


Two of Daniel's platoons 


had taken moderate to heavy 
casualties. 


Daniel crawled back down 


the jungle hillside, waded a 
stream and reached his radio. 


Calls Reinforcements 


"We've taken every other 


hill we came up against in 
Viet Nam, my company has," 
Daniel said, "but I don't think 
we can take this one We'll 
have to bring the rest of the 
battalion in." 


As he called for reinforce- 


ments, three medics worked 
over a wounded paratrooper 


"Keep pounding his heart, 


keep it beating," one medic 
called as another a p p l i e d 
mouth-to-mouth rpsus^Mion. 
they kept breathing into h i s 
mouth and hammering h i s 
chest for an hour. But ho died. 


This was the s e c o n d 


wounded man the medics had 
lost by early afternoon. But it 
was no fault of theirs. 


"We need helico1, 'ers to get 


these people out. Can't we get 
helicopters?" 
one m e d i c 


asked. 


The answer was obvious. 
Alpha Company was pinned 


down in virgin jungle tower- 
ing 200 feet in*o the air. Since 
m i d d a y , paratroopers had 
been trving to clear an o)>on- 
ing for the rescue helicopters 
to land. 


The going was terribly slow.

mused: "I'll be 19 years old 
on Oct. 17 and I'll have my 
birthday in a hospital.

modern world. Pope Paul has mixed the 
morality and immortality of Christianity 
with the reality and practicality of politics 
and done so with no one imokinu a dis- 
cordant note on the ground^ of separation 
of church and state. The Pope 01 course. 
was not advocating a government role for 
the ruling body of am faith, nor vice versa. 


What he did was to give emphasis to 


the application of Godly principles in the 
affairs of nations. He fully recognizes the 
cultural and religious diversities that exist 
in the world and will continue to exist for 
so long as any of us can foresee. He recog- 
nizes that there will not be in our lifetime 
or the lifetime of the next generation a 
political philosophy and system common to 
all men. 


He did not come to the United Nations 


advocating one world, nor is this what the 
U.N. stands for. To understand this, one 
might consider his own United States. We 
are one nation but our states and our peo- 
ple are highly diversified. In geography, 
culture, politics and economics, there are no 
two states that are exactly alike and many 
are poles apart. 


* 
There are. however, certain things we 


have in common among these states. We 
are all dedicated, for instance, to the cause 
of freedom and the dignity of mankind. It 
is a dedication to which we swore our al- 
legiance a long time ago but which we still 
have not totally fulfilled. What Pope Paul 
VI seeks is a dedication on the world scene 
similar to that which is found within in- 
dividual nations. Naturally, the diversity 
with which we must deal on the internation- 
al scheme is greater than at any na- 
tional level so the problem is more diffi- 
cult. By the same token, the problem is 
more acute since the wider the breach 
between men, the greater their suspicions 


and misunderstandings. Hut the breach was 
crowed. e\en if not closed, w h e n the 
Roman Catholic Pope visited the Protestant 
President of the United States and spoke 
to representatives of 116 nations gathered 
together in a single assemblage. 


The occasion bespeaks of a new respect 


of one man for another, of a new tolerance 
of that which seems to us as indhiduals to 
be different. It is this tolerance that will 
ultimate!} provide the foundation for the 
lasting peace sought by the Pope and by 
main m«'ii in nianj capacities. One is not 
truh tolerant and offensive at the same 
turn' 
1. If tolerant, then one part of our mili- 


zation docs not pro\oke the wrath and in- 
cur the animosity of another part. The tol- 
erant nation is not one t h a t sees in its 
neighbor an opportunity for exploitation 
or a constant threat of extinction. 


* 
From this recognition and acceptance 


of the difierences that exist among man- 
kind must eventually come a means of liv- 
ing in harmony with one another. Rather 
than elimination of that which is not simi- 
lar or the same as our own environment, 
we must come to a determination to make 
life meaningful for all people and often in 
ways that are different. 


The Pope spoke at the United Nations 


ol the necessity for elimination of the arms 
race, for an agreement on the terms of a 
general disarmament. It seems a long w ay 
off right now but such an end has to be our 
objective, despite the obstacles and dangers 
that are such an integral part of it. 


The arms race represents a relation- 


ship among nations based on the fears and 


anxieties 
of civiliza- 


tion, on the 
distrust 


t h a t exists between 
the various people of 
the world. That race 


constitutes a constant threat to the life of 
all men, including even those who may be 
winning the race at the moment. In place 
of this threat has to come understanding 
and a helping hand. Rather than the means 
to destroy, we must find the means to cre- 
ate — to create a social order in which the 
misery and suffering of millions have been 
alleviated or completely done away with. 


That this is a tall order is a fact that 


hardly needs to be stated. That statement 
of the goal is simple compared to reaching 
it is a fact of which no one needs to be re- 
minded. But the visit by Pope Paul to the 
United Nations and the United States fixes 
our sights upon those ethical human stand- 
ards which are the means for achieving 
the elusive ends the world seeks.

Legal System Respect 


Members of the National Association of 


Municipal Judges were told by the execu- 
tive director of their association that lower 
courts and law-enforcement agencies have 
lost public respect. A recent survey, he 
said, uncovered broad evidence of public 
scorn for the police and the bench. 


If true, the assertion is one that ought 


to alarm the public as well as the judges 
and law-enforcement officials. Such an at- 
titude contributes to a breakdown of law 
and order at the local level and greatly 
undermines our freedom and our system 
of justice. 


One wonders, however, if the concern 


should not be directed toward a more sur- 
face rather than a fundamental disenchant- 
ment with the courts and police. The dis- 
courteous policeman 
is likely to make 


people angry at law-enforcement officers 


but doesn't really breed scorn. 


The judge that is overly harsh does the 


same thing. Many people complain that 
they are not allowed to tell their story in 
court but are forced to plead simply guilty 
or not guilty. What they want to do is ad- 
mit they broke the law but explain the cir- 
cumstances. 


Too, avoidance of justice on the part 


of people through the use of legal delaying 
tactics is irritating to the public. To do this 
is often costly in legal fees and. therefore, 
a luxury often reserved for the well-to-do. 


The things that cause discontent among 


people with the courts and police are many 
times things that the courts and police 
could eliminate themselves. But even grant- 
ing the existence of some irritations, it is 
hard to believe there is public scorn for 
lower courts and law-enforcement agencies. 


The Whale And Jonah 


A seagoing man, sailing somewhere in 


the Pacific off America's northwest, found 
to his surprise that he had caught a large 
real life whale in his nets. 


So he built a sort of floating jail and 


started shoreward. Thousands watched the 
captive but happy whale towed to a near- 
by city where a special little ocean had 
been prepared for him.

MeaninR Of

Popp Paul VI has come and yorie. leav ­ 
ing us with new hope tor peace in the world 
and with an exacting set of ethics to imnder. 
There is hope in the v ery fact that the 
Pontiff made the long journey across the 
ocean and was v so well receiv ed, a fact that 
w’ould not hav e b een the case at earlier 
times in this century. The world would not 
hav e b een read\ for him in tho>e past 
limes and lie would not hav e b een ready 
for the world. 
We see in his hi.'-toric \isit a disinte­ 
gration of the parochialism that has so 
_________________ 
characteri/ed 
tlu' in­ 
ternational 
soene 
in 
times goiu' !)>■ and a 
gradual 
af)j)redation 
of the pluralistic prin­ 
ciples that arc so inherently a part of the 
modern world. F’opc Paul has mixed the 
morality and immortalit> of Christianity 
with the reality and practicalit> of politics 
and d'» ne 
with no one inv oking a dis­ 
cordant note on the grounds of separation 
of church and state. The Po[ie, ni course, 
was not adv ocating a gov ernment role for 
the ruling hixly of an> faith, nor v ice v ersa. 
What he did was to giv e em p hasis to 
the application of (lodly principles in the 
affairs of nations. He fully recognizes the 
cultural and religious div ersities that ex ist 
In the world and will continue to ex ist for 
so long as any of us can foresee. He recog­ 
nizes that there will not be in our lifetim e 
or the lifetim e of the nex t generation a 
political philosophy and sv stem eom m on to 
all men. 
He did not come to the United Nations 
adv ocating one world, nor is thi.s what the 
U N. stands for. To understand this, one 
might consider his own United States We 
are one nation b ut our states and our peo­ 
ple arc highly div ^ersified. In geography, 
culture, politics and economics, there are no 
tw'O states that are exactly alike and many 
are poles apart. 
★ 
There are. howev er, certain tilings we 
hav e in common among these states. We 
are all dedicated, for instance, to the cause 
of freedom and the dignity of mankind. It 
is a dedication to which we swore our al­ 
legiance a long time ago b ut w'hich we still 
hav e not totally fulfilled. What Pope Paul 
VI seeks is a dedication on the world scene 
similar to that which is found within in­ 
div idual nations. Naturally, the div ersity 
with which we must deal on the internation­ 
al scheme is greater than at any na­ 
tional lev el so the prob lem is more diffi­ 
cult. By the same token, the prob lem is 
more acute since the wider the b reach 
b etween men, the greater their suspicions 


and misunderstandings. But the b reach was 
crossed. e\en if not closed, 
w he n the 
Homan ('atholic Pope v isited the Protestant 
President of the United States and spoke 
to representativ es of 116 nations gathered 
together in a single assemb lage. 
The occa.sion bespeaks of a new re.speel 
of one man for another, of a new tolerance 
of that which seom.s to us as indiv iduals to 
be different. It Is this tolerance that will 
ultim atéis prov ide the foundation for the 
lasting peace sought by the Pope and by 
mans men in mans capacities. One is not 
truls 
tolerant and offensiv e at the sam e 
time. If tolerant, then one part of oiir cisili- 
zation does not prosoke the wrath and in­ 
cur the anim osils of another part. The tol­ 
erant nation is not one 
t h a t sees in its 
neighbor an opportunity f or ex ploitation 
a constant threat of ex tinction. 


From tlii.^ reeognitioii and acceptance 
of the diflererices that exist among man­ 
kind must ev entually come a means of liv ­ 
ing in harmony with one another. Rather 
than elimination of that w'hich is not simi­ 
lar or the same as our own env ironment, 
we must come to a determination to make 
life meaningful for all people and often in 
ways that are different. 
The Pope spoke at the United Nations 
ot the neeessits for elimination of the arm s 
race, lor an agreem ent on the term s of a 
general disarm am ent. It seem s a long sv as 
off right nosv but such an end has to be our 
objectiv e, despite the obstacles and dangers 
that are such an integral part of it. 
Tne arms race represents a relation­ 
ship among nations b ased on the fears and 
anxieties 
of civ iliza­ 
tion. on the 
distrust 
t h a t exists b etween 
the v arious people of 
the world. That race 
constitutes a constant threat to the life of 
all men, including ev en those who may b e 
winning the race at the moment. In place 
of this threat has to come understanding 
and a helping hand. Ratner than the means 
to destroy, we must find the means to cre­ 
ate — to create a social order in which the 
misery and suffering of millions hav e b een 
allev iated or completely done away with. 
That this is a tall order is a fact that 
hardly needs to b e stated. That ctatement 
of the goal is simple compared to reaching 
it is a fact of which no one needs to b e re­ 
minded. But the v isit b y Pope Paul to the 
United Nations and the United States fixes 
our sights upon those ethical human stand­ 
ards which are the means for achiev ing 
the elusiv e ends the world seeks. 


Turning From 
Destruction 


Legal System Respect 


Memb ers of the National Association of 
Municipal Judges were told b y the execu­ 
tiv e director of their association that lower 
courts and law-enforcement agencies hav e 
lost pub lic respect. A recent surv ey, he 
said, uncov ered b road ev idence of pub lic 
scorn for the police and the b ench. 
If true, the assertion is one that ought 
to alarm the pub lic as well as the judges 
and law-enforcement officials. ,Such an at­ 
titude contrib utes to a b reakdown of law 
and order at tlie local lev el and greatly 
undermines our freedom and our system 
of justice. 
One wonders, howev er, if the concern 
should not b e directed toward a more sur­ 
face rather than a fundamental disenchant­ 
ment with the courts and police. The dis­ 
courteous policeman 
is 
likely 
to make 
people angry at law-enforcement officers 


b ut doesn’t really b reed scorn. 
The judge that is ov erly harsh does the 
same thing. Many people complain that 
they are not allowed to tell their story in 
court b ut are forced to plead simply guilty 
or not guilty. What they want to do is ad­ 
mit they b roke the law b ut explain the cir­ 
cumstances. 
Too, av oidance of justice on the part 
of people through the use of legal delaying 
tactics is irritating to the pub lic. To do this 
is often costly in legal fees and. therefore, 
a luxury often reserv ed for the well-to-do. 
The things that cause discontent among 
people with the courts and police are many 
times things that the courts and police 
could eliminate themselv es. But ev en grant­ 
ing the existence of some irritations, it is 
hai’d to b eliev e there is pub lic scorn for 
lower courts and law-enforcement agencies. 


The Whale And Jonah 


seagoing man. sailing somewhere in 
the Pacific off America’s northwest, found 
to his surprise that he had caught a large 
real life whale in his nets. 
So he b uilt a sort of floating jail and 
started shoreward. Thousands watched the 
captiv e b ut happy whale towed to a near­ 
b y city where a special little ocean had 
b een prepared for him. 
Now the nation owns a liv e whale. And 
not many nations can say that. 
But the whale demands 300 pounds of 
liv e salmon per day and is not apt to slack 
off for years to come. 
Now the whale, we understand, is v ery 
happy. He has a little ocean all to himselL 


no high wav es to fight, and no liarpoon.s to 
dodge. And like all wild critters he is 
a 
sucker for food, and he likes it b rought to 
him. As long as they are shov eling fish 
into him he cares nothing for his wild free­ 
dom. 
This is one reason we should xeep na- 
turc s supply of wild animals. If w'e should 
tame them the b oard b ill would b ust us. 
The owner of this whale is learning 
something. If you want a pet. get a canary 
or an ant. Don’t go for elephants or whales. 
They will b reak you, If you want to keep a 
whale nearb y get out an initiativ e petition 
and let the taxpayers of a state or citv foot 
the b ill. 


Decision By Necessity 


One has a feeling that the RF.A's sup­ 
port of supplemental loans at a higher rate 
than the limited amount of money av ail­ 
ab le from the gov ernment at two per cent 
is a decision in necessity rather than from 
a change in historic thinking. 
To go to priv ate sources for loans under 
the inev itab ly v aried lending contracts is 
an experience the RFA's hav e nev er had 
nor sought. But with a national need tor 
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some $7(K) million in new credit with the 
gov ernment not in a position to supply more 
than $400 million, if that much, the REA’s 
will hav e to accept the change or experi­ 
ence underfinancing. The latter could b e 
destructiv e. The former only speculativ e. 


The merit in the federal RE.A loan i.s 
not tile two per cent interest rate, b ut rath­ 
er a uniform loan contract admirab ly writ­ 
ten to stimulate REA dev elopment and to 
gj\e a common credit denominator to all 
o i the nation’s rural electricification agen­ 
cies. The REA’s b uilt their field and pros­ 
pered under the loan agreement although 
federal interest rates v aried sub stantially 
ab ov e the two per cent rate. The latter 
was offered some 20 years ago to induce 
the REA’s to serv e non-profit rural areas. 
This was done, b ut the sav ings ov er a 20 
>ear period should hav e offset the capital 
outlay to serv e the losing accounts. 
.And it must b e rememb ered that when 
the 2 per cent rate was offered interest 
rates generally were lower than now. The 
REA’s should b e ab le to pay a slightly 
higher rate, prov ided the loan conditions 
do not operate against the success of the 
\enture. Time will giv e the answer to this, 
b ut it is certain that the REA serv ice is 
weli enough 
estab lished 
to remov e an> 
doub t of its collapse. .And there can b e a 
b etter future in dealing witli jirixate b ank- 
er.s that with congressional w’hims. And 
right now the w'him is against the two per 
cent rate and full scale financing.

nation’s

and not its scenic wonders, 
agreed that he would leav e 
zoning matters up to the 
states. 
In the past, more states 
hav e seemed more eager to 
display b eer and toothpaste 
signs than to show off the 
local scenery.

Pope Paul Opens 


The Way For LBJ 


WASHINGTON — The ac­ 
clamation accorded 
P o p e 
Paul VI in this country may 
shake 
President 
Johnson’s 
reluctance to undertake simi­ 
lar trav els as a pilgrim for 
peace. If it does, it will J>e 
considered good news in the 
State Department. 
The Johnson domestic pro­ 
gram is touching the liv es of 
v irtually all Americans. He 
is confidently preparing 
to 
go among them this fall, and 
his reception is b ound to b e 
tremendous. 
Ob v iously no Johnson — or 
American—consensus exists 
ab road. It is unlikely that it 
ev er will. The President is 
far too sophisticated to wait 
for that, b ut he does seem 
wedded to the question of 
timing. It is natural that he

maker of peace, b ut such 
gr a n d opportunities hav e 
eluded him. 
He is sensitiv e to criticism, 
and S ou t h America has 
doub ts about the wisdom of 
his course in the Dominican 
Republic while wide question 
ex ists in Europe about U s 
Met Nam policy . But there 
is support, too, from honor­ 
ab le and sensible men, and 
the Johnson course in the 
india-Pakistan outbreak was 
I'niv ersally applauded.

The President is his own 
b est defender of his course 
when home, and he would b e 
its b est adv ocate ab road. His 
air is not martial; the sev or- 
e.st complaint of his critic« 
actually is that he is an ov er- 
persuader.

Sen. 
Rob ert 
F. 
Kennedy 
plans extensiv e South Ameri­ 
can trav els in the late fall. 


One reaction was a proposal 
that Vice President Hub ert

It will help to disarm U.N. 
critics and skeptics, most of

The committee, headed by 


E. M. (Bud) Hunt of Lincoln, 
said:

the ability of the Nebraska 
banking system to properly fi- 
nance business operations in 
this state."

Sorensen pointed out that in- 


vestment of state funds is lim- 
ited by statutes to federal gov- 
ernment bonds, notes and in- 
dentures. 


He said the state currently 


"has approximately $40 mil- 
lion in idle funds invested in 
government 
securities and 


earning interest until need- 
ed." 


"The 
idle funds are pro- 


grammed in short-term se- 
curities so as to earn t h e 
greatest amount of interest 
but yet become 
available 


when needed for expendi- 
tures." 


Sorensen said no funds are 


invested in Nebraska banks 
because "state funds earn no 
interest as bank deposits and 
must be backed by the bank 
with 110% collateral." 


116% Required 


"If the banks paid interest 


on state funds, more would be 
deposited," 
he said. 
"The 


statutes require 110% collat- 
eral on state deposits." 


Sorensen said the s t a t e 


keeps up to $3.7 million on 
deposit in 14 banks to clear 
state warrants and deposit of 
receipts amounting to about 
$1 million daily. 


He said $2.5 million is de- 


posited in three major Oma- 
ha banks and two major Lin- 
coln banks. 


Another $1.2 million is de- 


posited in nine other banks 
strategically located over the 
state. 


These 
latter 
banks 
are 


largely in cities in which 
there are state institutions 
and clear a large number of 
state warrants. 


Sorensen said the commit- 


tee may have considered gov- 
ernment securities as "out of 
state investments." 


Securities Only 


However, he said, the Leg- 


islature limits investment of 
state funds to "governmental 
securities " 


He suggested policy would 


dictate the continued invest- 
ment in "interest-earning gov- 
ernmental securities instead 
of no-interest bank deposits" 
until a change is ordered by 
the Legislature. 


Counties Allowed

A county board may trans- 


fer money from its general 
fund to finance 1965 weed con- 
trol programs under the new 
Weed Control Act passed by 
the Legislature, the State 
Justice Department said Tues- 
day. 


The Justice 
Department 


noted that since the act does 
not take effect until Nov. 18 
and county boards must set 
tax 
levies 
in August, no 


specific weed control levy 
can be made for 1966. 


"This leaves the only al- 


ternative of a transfer from 
the general fund to the nox- 
ious weed control fund by the 
county board of an amount 
which the board determined 
to be necessary for this pur- 
pose," the department said.

said. 


The conferees voiced the 


hope that the changes they 
outlined c o u l d be accom- 
plished through the strength- 
ening of the United Nations 
Charter. 


But, they said, if that cannot 


be accomplished within a rea- 
sonable time, the goal of a 
s t r o n g world government 
should be pursued through 
whatever means available. 
• Among the conferees were 
13 who attended a similar con- 
ference 20 years ago in this 
picturesque s o u t h e r n New 
Hampshire community. 


The first conference issued 


a similar declaration calling 
for the establishment of a 
w o r 1 d federal government 
with adequate power to pre- 
vent war. But it placed little 
hope in achieving its goal 
through the United Nations. 


Kingman Brewster Jr., pres- 


ident of Yale University and 
chairman of the conference, 
said only two of the 54 per- 
sons Attending had not en- 
dorsed the declaration.

t h r o u g h downtown Omaha 
should be completed simulta- 
neously. 


"Of the t h r e e Omaha 


i o u t e s, 680 should receive 
number two priority," H a r t 
said "It's \ery evident that 
construction of 80 has aug- 
mented and compounded traf- 
fic congestion in Omaha and 
completion of 680 will relieve 
this congestion by drawing 
traffic to the north."

Traffic Peril Cited 
On Grand Island, 
Milford Stretch 


Gov. 
Frank Morrison said 


Tuesday the Interstate high- 
way problem that "weighs 
heaviest" on his conscience is 
the deadly bottle neck exist- 
ing on Interstate 80 between 
Grand Island and Milford. 


•"Traffic 
congestion prob 


lems will exist until all of the 
Interstate is completed," he 
said, "but by far the most 
serious and dangerous conges- 
tion exists between Grand Is- 
land and the Milford corner." 


Interstate 80 traffic now is 


diverted onto U.S. Highway 34 
at a point north of Milford 
and does not return to Inter- 
state 80 until Grand Island. 


"The death rate on Highway 


34 between Milford and Grand 
Island now weighs heaviest 
on my conscience," the gover- 
nor said. "That's the most 
critical problem we have." 


The Interstate is now com- 


pleted between the Milford 
corner and a point north of 
Beaver Crossing, but t h a t 
stretch is not yet open to traf- 
fic. 
The remainder of the 


Grand Island to Milford seg- 
ment is either under construc- 
tion or under contract. 


680 before Interstate 29 south 
of Council Bluffs is ready to 
hook up with Interstate 80, he 
contended. 


Hart delivered a uetition 


which contended that Inter- 
state 680 should be given a 
higher priority because: 


—680 is the least expensive 


route in t h e metropolitan 
area. 


—680 has an existing bridge 


across the Missouri River, 
the .Mormon Bridge, while In- 
state 80 "has no bridge and 
no road on the Iowa side with 
which to connect." 


—Delay in construction of 


680 "will only result in a 
greater increased cost p e r 
mile" because of the chang- 
ing character of land north of 
Omaha from rural to urban. 


—Completion of 680 ''would 


result in a dispersion of busi- 
ness and industry through a 
greater portion of the Omaha 
metropolitan area rather than 
concentrating this growth and 
expansion in the southwest 
area." 


Bruce Gillan, head of t h e 


R o a d s Department's pro- 
grams and planning division, 
said priorities on Interstate 
construction were based on 
traffic volume studies to de- 
termine what routes can give 
the "maximum amount of ser- 
vice to the maximum number 
of people with the least num- 
ber of problems in the short- 
est time." 


Gov. Morrison said he will 


not disregard the advice of 
the Highway Advisory Com- 
mission and traffic engineers 


and change Interstate h i g h 
way construction priorities. 


"We're going to have to 


build where there's the most 
critical need from the point 
of number of lives lost a n d 
amount of traffic congestion," 
he said.

(Drysdale, Koufax and Wills) too much for the Minne- 
sota™. Only a Jewish Holiday that lasted a week would 
save them. 


Dodgers To Pit Speed, Pitching Against Twins' Power 


Minneapolis-St. Paul (.-ft — The favored Los Angeles 


Dodgers will send 23-game winner Don Drysdale against 
Minnesota's Jim Gram Wednesday in the opening game 
of a World Series that pits Dodger pitching against Min- 
nesota's home run power. 


Minnesota's very first Series, long a sellout, will be 


watched by about 47,000 fans in recently-enlarged Metro- 
politan Stadium. Los Angeles is a 712-5 series favorite and 
also a slight choice hi the opener. 


Game time is 1 p.m. CST with network \BC radio 


and television coverage. 


The weather man predicts a fairly comfortable day 


with temperatures in the mid 60s and mostly s u n n y 
weather. There will be a brisk breeze blowing out from 
home plate, a factor favoring the hitters in a park where 
home runs are no novelty. 


When Sam Mele, the Minnesota manager, sent his 


Twins through their final series tuneup, he reported that 
some of the boys were upset by a story in the local paper 
quoting Buzzy Bavasi, Dodger general manager, as pre- 
dicting a four-straight sweep. 


"The Dodgers may be in for a little surprise," said 


Mele. ''Those stories about the Dodgers got some of our 
guys a little disturbed. It may fire up the guys a little. 


'They've got three real good pitchers. I've got pretty 


good pitching. They've got a good bull pen. So have I. 
Maybe they have more over-all speed than we do. We cer- 
tainly have got more power. I understand Drysdale is their 
No. 1 pinch hitter " 


Grant, 21-game winner in regular season play, has 


been the solid man of the Twins staff since he picked up 
a fast curve from pitching coach Johnny Sain. 


The muscular 6-foot, 186-pound right-hander has com- 


pleted 14 of 39 starts for a 3.30 earned rrun average. How- 
ever, he has been nicked for 34 home runs, a weakness 
that he probably won't have to worry about too much in 
his Series. The Dodgers are low in the major with only 
78 homers. 


Drysdale, 23-12, has a deceptive three-quarter side arm 


motion that makes him especially rough on right-handed 
batters. Thoroughly tested in Series play, three games 
scattered over three different years, Drysdale has been 
the workhorse of the staff with 308 innings and 42 starts. 


The Twins will send a heavy-hitting line-up against 


Big D, who got the starting call because Sandy Koufax, 
the 26-game winner, was observing Yom Kippur, the most 
solemn day on the Jewish calendar. 


Mele platoons in left field and center field and will 


use Sandy Valdespino, a chunky little Cuban, in left and 
Jimmie Hall in center against the right-handed Drysdale. 
When Koufax pitches, Bob Allison will go to left and Joe 
Nossek to center. 


Against Drysdale, the Twins will have left-handed 


power in batting champ Tony OliVa, Don Mincher and 
Hall, plus Valdespino a pesky hitter. Oliva has been out 
of the line-up recently due to a muscle pull in his right 
leg but he reports in fine shape and ready to go. 


Harman Killebrew, who missed six weeks due to a 


dislocation of the right elbow, has worked his way back 
into action and is ready to lend his long ball power to 
the right-handed attack along with Earl Battey and Zoilo 
Versalles, the Twins' counterpart of Maury Wills. Ver- 
salles, unlike Wills, also can hit the home run, but his 
stolen base total is only 36 to Wills' 94. 


The Dodgers have a switch-hitting infield with Wes 


Parker on first, rookie Jim Lefebvre on second, Wills at 
short and Jim Gilliam at third. Gilliam started the sea- 
son as a coach but was activated in mid-May. With that 
type of line-up. Manager Walter Alston does not have 
to worry too much whether the pitcher is right-handed 
like Grant or left-handed like Jim Kaat, who will work 
the second game for the Twins. 


Alston's Dodgers led the National League during most 


of the year, dropped behind San Francisco in the stretch 
and then came on with a 13-game winning streak before 
wrapping it up Saturday. They have little power but use 


the famous "Wills home run." which consists of a base 
on balls, a stolen base, a wild throw and a sacrifice fly. 


If the Twins can keep Wills off the bases, they will 


have a big chance of handling the Dodgers. He has been 
an inspirational leader, ranking with Koufax and Drysdale 
as the most valuable Dodgers. 


The Twins have six men with 16 or more homers. 


Lou Johnson and Lefebvre are the Dodger co-leaders 
with 12 each. Drysdale, used as a pinch hitter, is Los An- 
geles only .300 batter and he has seven home runs. 


Versalles and Wills, the two lead-off men, may turn 


out to be the key to the Series. Versalles says he will 
run if he gets on base and everybody knows that Wills 
is poised to test Battey's arm and the moves of the Twins 
pitchers. 


Los Angeles never has lost a Series since the Dodgers 


moved West in 1958, winning in 1959 and 1963. This is the 
first for the Twins although the old Washington Senators 
were in three before they moved West in 1961.

Minneso ta’s v ery first Series, lo ng a sello ut, will be 
watched by abo ut 4 7,000 fans in recently -enlarg ed Metro ­ 
po litan Stadium. Lo s Ang eles is a 7^2-5 series fav o rite and 
also a slig ht cho ice hi the o pener. 
Game time is 1 p .m. CST with network NBC radio 
and television coverage. 
The weather man p redicts a fairly comfortable day 
with temp eratures in the mid 60s and mostly s u n n y 
weather. There will be a brisk breeze blowing out from 
home p late, a factor favoring the hitters in a p ark where 
home runs are no novelty.

Conferees 
Agree On 
Farm Bill 


Washington (UPl^-Senate- 


H o u s e conferees Tuesday 
agreed on a new four-year 
farm b i l l built largely on 
plans to keep market-support 
. prices relatively low while 
boosting farm income with 
direct government payments. 


The Johnson administra- 


tion package of new 1966-69 
programs for cotton, wheat, 
feed grains, wool and other 
commodities emerged from :> 
Senate-House conference com- 
mittee as a compromise ver- 
sion of measures passed ear- 
lier by the two chambers. 
The revised bill now goes 
back to both houses for final 
voting. 


The 
agreement must be 


formally ratified at another 
meeting of the conferees Wed- 
nesday. 


Administration experts es- 


timate that the program will 
cost about $4 billion in the 
1966 crop year. This is about 
$100 million less than the cost 
during the 1965 crop year. 


The bill, in addition to 


provisions for price supports 
and surplus controls on indi- 
vidual crops, also includes a 
major new program of gen- 
eral cropland retirement de- 
signed to pay farmers to 
switch up to 40 million acres 
of land to noncrop uses under 
5-to-10 year contracts. 


One feature of this plan, 


designed to appeal to city 
people, would offer extra pay- 
ments to farmers who man- 
age idled acres for wildlife 
growth and allow hunters and 
other recreation seekers to 
use the land without charge. 


The four-year term of the 


new bill would fix the general 
pattern of U. S. farm sup-

posal plants was brought up 
unsuccessfully a year and a 
half ago but "city engineers 
frowned" on the idea. 


"The problem is there is no 


place to dump the stuff." Dr. 
Underwood said, adding that 
under these restrictions septic 
tank contents are b e i n g 
dumped at night. 


Recently, a l o a d was 


dumped in a ditch near a 
farm house at Bennet, he 
said. 


Example 


Charging a "reasonable fee" 


for use of the city disposal 
facility would eliminate the 
possibility that the city would 
be subsidizing the program, 
board member John M a s o n 
pointed out. 


The city might also set up 


the program as an example 
for future legislation which 
may follow, Mason said.
